beauty above her microscopic foot. 

That French children are taught better 
manners than ours; that, indeed, they have 
the loveliest manners in the world and that 
their respect to their parents, their family 
devotion. is a beautiful thing, none can 
deny. From the latter characteristics 
American children might learn many les- 
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ing room etiquette and have found it pos- 
Sible to eat a seven course dinner without 
fiinching at the tender age of seven. 


Now, as for the English child and tits 
training, it has many fine, wholesome 
points to recommend it. The children of 
English families sleep well, have a simple 


breakfast, a hearty midday meal and an 
early tea of miik, bread and porridge. 


They live in the open air, are sent out in 
fhe fields, one might say, to graze like 
young animals. This is all very fine, but 
these meals are taken uSually with ser- 
vants or governesses, the little folks be 
ing allowed in the drawing room only for 
an hour in the evening: Now, I know a 
better way of training children even than 
this, and it is an American way, followed 
by many of my acquaintances—people who 
like late dinners themselves as well as any 
Europeans; but they have little children 
and in order that they may have their 
children with them at meals, they have a 
midday dinner, bountiful, but simple, and a 
tea that any child could eat with the cer- 
tainty of a dreamless sleep. I have heen 
in English houschol!lds, have admired much 
in the management thereof, and in 
the English mother, who is loving and kind 
and farseeing in matiers of her children’s 
welfare; but there ‘s no Enelish mother

This clever gentleman whose book on 
our country has created so much talk and 
such indignation from American readers, 
tells of an American boy showing him 
over his father’s house and pointing to 
various handsome pictures as the ones 
“pa Was going to leave him when he died.”’ 

The story is characteristic, but it is not 
any worse than the confession made to me 
by an English novelist to the effect that 
the most disagreeable character in her most 
successful book was her own father, “and,” 
she continued with amusing British frank- 
néss. ‘“‘the old chap was worse than I pic- 
tured him, and all the family recognized 
the character when they read it.” 

A young English artist was talking to me 
last summer about his parents, and he sald: 
“You know they are awfully stupid, pro- 
vincial old people. I'd like for you to meet 
them just to see how narrow and lazy two 
old folks can be.”’ 

A duchess, at whose house I happened 
to be informally one day, asked her broth- 
er to go out riding with her that after- 
noon. On his replying that he was go.ng 
with his mother, she said: “Oh dear, Tom, 
do go with me. Mother's such a bore and 
such a nagger..Don’t go with her; she will 
bore you to death.” 

Now these were the. remarks of mature 
men and women, not children, but I could 
not help wondering what sort of a child- 
hood each had had which resulted in this 
frank criticism of their parents before a 
mere passing acquaintance such as I was. 
Perhaps it was just their blunt English 
Way and really meant.nothing, but I am 
sure that no American man or Wwoman 
would speak thus of his or her parents. 
The American boy may calculate on the 
money his farther is going to leave him, 
but he is not going to turn to thal parent's 
back and call him astupid old wretch that 


he wishes well out of the way. 

I saw a number of the best bred Eng- 
lish children, and among them were the 
three little daughters of a London dean 


who became great friends of my little girl. 
They were very well mannered, but 50 
timid before grown peopie that they scarce- 
ly spoke above a whisper when they spoke 
at all, which was seldom in my 
but let me move from the room and there 
Was a great clatter of voices. My little 
girl, who has been my consiant companion, 
seemed to marvel greatiy at silence 
and reserve. 

The lack of it, the 
speech between children and 
in this country, is thought to 
be very pernicious by foreigners, 
and they are right in their idea when to

“The reports of the principal railroads of 
the country for the month of July, 45 
compiled by The Financial Chronicie, 
shoWs that the lines in the south and 
southwest have made the best records of 
any in the country. The earnings of the 
southern group were $6,115,671, an mcrease 


or nearly Mwv,000 over the corresponding 
period of lsys. The southwestern group 
shows an increase of about $2,000, while 


the earnings of the trunk Lines show an 
increase of about $120,000. The principal 
increases and gross earmings in July were 
contined to twenty railroad systems in the 
United States. Of the twenty ten were 
southern lines. The principal decreases 
are entirely confined to northern railroads. 
As July is ome of the months when cotl- 
ton shipments are smallest during the 
year, the increase in the south must be at- 
tributed to a general improvement in bus- 
iness and to the grain and other shif- 
ments in the west and northwest to south- 
ern ports. 
“The Southern Railway .Company’s 
equipment for transporting coa] down the 
Mississippi river has arrived at Green- 
ville and is ready for business. It con- 
Sists of a towboat 186 feet long and fifty 
barges, in addition to a pump boat. The 
barges have a capacity of 600 tons each, 
and it is calculated that the fleet can carry 
from 25,000 to 30,000 tons each trip. The 
distance from Greemville, Miss., which {s 
the point where the coal will be placed 
on the barges from the railroad, to New 
Orleans, it is estimated, can be covered in 
sixty hours, which would allow two ship- 
ments every week. <As already stated in 
The Manufacturers’ Record, the Southern 
tcallway Comipany is the principal promot- 
er of this enterprise and decided to estab- 
lish a barge line after consulting with 
the principal Alabama coal companies 
whose mines were upon this route. Super- 
intendent A. J. Frazer, of the Southern, is 
in charge of the matter. 

“According to a dispatch from New Or- 
leans, La., the Louisville and Nashville 
company has determined to build its pro- 


posed depot in that city as soon as the 
city council decides upon measures now 
pending. The depot will be constructed 


partly of stone and tron, and, including a 
train shed, will cover a space 135 feet 
wide and 365 feet long. In connection with 
is understood that the com- 
pany will considerably enlarge its yards 
also terminal facilities at New Orleans. :

By merely 
turning a handlebar the carriage cam be 
turned in any direction and the $ peed 
regulated. The great fault of the oid 
horseless carriage was the difficulty in 
turning, but in this instance this has been 
successfully overcome. e 
Most horseless carriages are run by pe- 
troleum or gasolene. These motive pow- 
ers gave the passenger the feeling of being 
on ad engine, and when not noisy there is 
invariably more or iess of a disagreeable 
odor. But in the Brooklyn invention elec- 
tric power will do away with at least 
the odors.

The 
pipes are said to be impermeable, capable 
of resisting heavy pressure, not subject to 
the ordinary deteriorat.on and mot affect- 
ed by the action of electric currents. If 
the continued use shall confirm the expec- 
tations warranted by the practical tests, 
it is probable that the underground pipe 
making industry will be revolutionized, 
providing the cost of manufacture does not 
forbid a market. No thoroughly effective 
remedy for rust agekl =wear, caused by 
ground electric wires, has been discovered,

An Iceless Refrigerator. 

A recent patented invention ‘s a refriger- 
ator apparatus by Hu Maxwell and Rob- 
ert R. Maxwell, Fresno, Cal. The primary 
object of this invention is to provide an 
improved apparatus for refrigerating by 
evaporation, especially adapted for domes- 
tic use. In brief, it consists of two troughs 


supported one above the other and having 


an absorbent cloth extending from one 
trough to the other and forming an in- 
closure, of Which the refrigerator is formed. 
The cloth is held in the upper trough by a 
removable top, which rests thereon 
carries a tank supplying water to the 
troughs and cloth.

The Lambeth Conference.

There will never be a better time than 
the coming year for town people to 
get to the country and go to farming. 

Providence has surely smiled upon the 
farmers this year and the abundance of 
everything will make it easy for those 
desiring to begin farming to do so. Coupled 
with this abundance is a desire to solve 
the question as to what is to be done to 
make the eountry districts free from the 
brutal assaults grown so common. [t will 
be easy for white men to get homes in 
the country on this account, and my ad- 
vice is to go and get them. 

Farming is the coming thing, and .t-is 
a wise man that stirs himself to get at it 
in this time of plenty and whiie the coun- 
try landlords are in the humor. I know 
that it ‘s mighty hard for poor pevple 
to get out on the furm and live to make 
a crop, but it must be done and row is 
the time to do it. The land owners every- 
where have come to recognize that son e- 
thing must be done to give a feeling ef 
security to country residents and it Le- 
hooves the poor people of the towns to 
profit by the dispos:tion. 

I know how hard it will be for a ¢reat 
many to get out to the country even after 
their judgments tell. them that it is the 
thing to do. The wives aml daugiters 
are the greatest trouble in the muaiter. 
But few women have ever been will.ng to 
make the sacrifices necessary to get to 
work on the farms, and We all know how 
much good argument they have in their

home folks. In politics it was taken as 
a matter of course that the white south- 
erner would be a democrat, and he was

favor in the face of the increase in assaults 
upon the sex. 

A poor man {fs in a bad fix that has not 
the sympathy and co-operation of his 
women folks in this or any other matter, 
but it does seem to me that common scnse 
should tell them that to farm -15 the com- 
ing thing, and that the sooner they Bet 
at it the better, resting easy in the faith 
thut the white men of this country will 
devise some means by which their siay 
in the country .will be relieved from its 
present anxiety. 

There are too many white .nen -n the 
towns, and there are (oo many people try- 
ing to live by their wits. There is not a 
business of the towns but what is injured 
by 100 much competition, and there iS 
not a job in the town but what there is 
several men to fill it. On the farms there 
is room for all and now is the time to 
secure a home. Corn will be cheap and 
such another opportunity may not be 
found again in years. * 

I believe that land owners will mr-.eet 
the people of the towns half way on this 
question. It is surely to the land cwners 
interest to do all that they possibly can 
to have the poor white people come out 
from the towns and work on the farms. 
Inhabit the country with whites and the 
anxiety Will pass away that now threatens 
to so seriously blight the agricultural 
interest 

Besides relieving the fears from the as- 
saults of orutish negroes, with native 
whites settled upon the farms other prob- 
lems would be setfled. There would ke 
no mora use to agiiate such questions <s 
the “Geotge theory’ if this was so, but 
l «an tell you all that unless this is done 
such questions as the “George theory’”’ 
implies will come to the front and may 
grow to be a greater question and mere 
destructive in its consequences than ever 
the abolitionism of before the war could 
have ted to, and God knows that was bad 
enough. 

We all know that the poor white man 
of thé south has had’ mighty little co- 
couragement to turn to farming. We have 
all worried terribly over the condition of 
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neglected to curry favor with doubtful 
voters till it bas come that a genuine 
“Georgia cracker’ is not much more than 
a kevot on a log. 

The passage money that has been raised 
and paid out by enthusiastic and specula- 
tive emigrant agents would have set many 
a poor family already here up on a farm 
and made them prosperous, but this would 
have been too ‘“‘tame” or too nearly what 
they should have done, perhaps, as it 
seems that we have all been doing just 
what we should not have done, especially 
io «6worrying over the conditions of the 
‘poor, poor negro.’’ | 

I do not intend to lose sight of the fact

Once succeed and you are all right—what 


we used to be is forgotten in what we 


are at present, 

Especially must our southern women 
tra‘n themselves for the change. The most 
of them have an idea that the towns give 
them @ much better opportunity. The 
drvdgery of a life on a farm seems too 
irksome for the women who have had a 
taste of town style. The most of them love 
dress. They feel like the neatness of office 
work is much better than to be running 
around in the dew and sunshine hunting 
tp eggs and setting hens, 

They can keep their hands soft and white 
in town, but I can tell them that some- 
body has got to work. There are too many 
people| trying to get along without work, 
and the towns have stood it about as 
long as they can, 

feel sure that the disposition among 
land owners to furnish better tenant 
houses is growing. This is correct. There 
should be a general improvement in the sur- 
roundings of the ‘“‘tenants’’ home, and 


there will be if the negro is got out of 
the country. 

There will be some dread on the part of 
landowners in the belief that town people 
do not Know how to work—they can learn. 
There is no denying but that there must 
be great changes in the notions of town 
young people—foolish prides must be laid 
aside and all must puli off their coats and 
&o to work in a way to create confidence. 

To know and feel that work is the most 


respectable thing is the way to educate 


and impress the young white children of 
the future. The abundance of corn makes 
this the accepted time for a general! stir 
of the poor people to get out to the 
country. Tenants are already procuring 
homes for another year, and if you wait 
you will have to take the poorest lands—of 
course the best lands will be taken first. 
There is plenty of room in the country, 
and the soil of old Georgia will yield gener- 
ously to the touch of industry. Come out 
and try it and be rid ot the demoralization 
of strikes and the anxiety of town life. 
Faimirg is the coming thing. Land will 
scc¢n be out of reach of the poor man. If 
you are able to buy a small piece of land. 
that is the thing to do, but if you are not 
able to buy, then to rent is the next Lest 
thing, and now is the time to do it.

THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION, JR. 
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In the winter of 1837, when I was thir- 
teen years of age, there came from ken- 
tucky to visit us an old hunter named 
Timothy Terry, a cousin of my mother's 
father, whom we, and every one, always 
called “Uncle Tim.’’ 

Notwithstanding his eighty-three years, 


Mr. Terry was still a strong, vigorous 
man, straight ag the ramrod of his 4t- 
c.ent flintrock rifle and about as active 


as a well-preserved man of fifty. 

During the long evenings it wis the 
delight of us youngsters to gather in front 
of the great open ‘ire in our woouland 
home and listen to the wondrous tales 
of his adventurous life to which we vere 
treated by Uncle Tim. 


On one of these occasions i askcd Tim 
if he had ever met the “father uf Ken- 
tucky,” Daniel Boone. 


‘“‘Met him?’ echoed the old 
“why he saved my life once, and, 


gentleman, 
hough 


I was nineteen years, vounger than he, 
We Were warm friends for years, and 
tramped side by side over most cf the 
then wild region, since called ‘the dark 
and bloody ground.’ 

“It was this way, children: 'n the 
spring of 1775, when I was a spry yourg 
fellow of twenty-one, and living aith my 
parents in Virginia, thaite caime 10 US 
such exciting rumors -oftHe cbundince of 
game and fertility of soil in thit ‘then 
almost unknown territory, that I and 
my friend, Charley Cornell, determ,: ed 
to visit it and if expedient, stetle down 
e0mewhere within its borders. 

“Our preparations were completed by 
the middie of May, and taking with us 


two pack horses, carrying supplies for 
present use, a dozen traps, a few simpie 
tools and lots of powder, lead and gun 
flints—no percussion locks in those duys— 
We set off on our long trarnp. 


“Passing in due time through a great 
€ap of the Cumberland mountains, we 
came at last to a magnificent, well-watered 
rogion, a veritable ‘hunter’s paradise.’ 

“O, how glorious!’ interrupted one of 
the beys. “There wasn’t much danger 
Of starving; was there, Uncle Tim?’ 

“NO, indeed. We fared sumptuouslv 
every day, for we could at any time, and 
almost without stirring from our tracks, 
shoot a buffalo calf, a fat turkey, a young 
decr or a brace of grouse or ducks; and 
when we fancied fish a few minutes’ ang- 


ling in ahy of the streams supplied the 
Wiunt. 

“How we, utterly unacquainted with 
their ways, escaped discovery, capture 


and death by wandering Indians, has al- 
ways been a mys‘ery to me. We had set- 
tled in a rough log cabin, which we built 
for ourselves in a densely wooded ravine, 
near the Kentucky river, and about six- 
teen milcsa above the strong Boonesboro 
forts, though we did not know till after- 
wards that such existed.

“Our. hut stood at one edge of the ravine, 
{ts rear end being about twelve feet from 


the bank, and after the heavy split-log 
roof was laid out the joints covered with 
lighter slabs, a big sapling had fallen 
across it. thus forming a sort of bridge 


belween roof and bank. Of course, instead 
of building in such a spot, we should have 
chosen an open site, where there was not 
a bush, rock or tree within at last 100 
yards; but we were ignorant boys, without 
even sense enough to recognize Indian

though, as was afterwards proved, the 
savages had their own reasons for not

Bulls and Bears Had the Quietest Day 
in Two Weeks, 


BEERBOHM STILL BULLISH 


Corn Was the Most Active, with the 
Close 1-2c Lower—Business Light 
in Oats. 


Chicago, August 25.—Both bulls and 
bears in wheat were given a breathing 
spell today and the market was the quiet- 
é€st in two weeks. A much smaller amount 
of trading also characterized the other 
grain and provision markets. At the close 
wheat was unchanged to %c “lower, corn 
%c lower, oats 4%c lower and provisions 
5@17Tlec lower. 

The wheat market was slackened very 
much. That was apparent as soon as 
trading commenced. Liverpool was firm- 
er and from 4¢d to 1d higher than it closed 
the day before, and on that account a 
steadier feeling prevailed here at the com- 
mencement of the session. Opening prices 
were at some improvement, but there 
was no such radical difference from yes- 
terday’s closing rates as has recently hap- 
pened over night. December was the 
Only delivery heard of for a minute or 
s0, and it brought from 90%c to Wee, as 
compared with 90c at the end of the pre- 
vious day’s session. It gained another 
wc over the high of the opening extremes 
and followed that by a gradual decline of 
2c below that, 88i4c ruling at about 10:4) 
o'clock. The week’s exports from both 
coasts as reported by Bradstreet’s amount- 
ed to 5,419,653 bushels, against 3,281,854 bush- 
els the corresponding week of 1896.

Beerbohm ca- 
bled some more startling figures abdut 
European shortages, giving the wheat crop 
of Roumania about 16,000,000 smaller than 
the year before and of Bulgaria about 
15,000,000 bushels less. The same authority 
estimated the world’s shipments of wheat 
and flour to Europe for the week at 7,- 
200,000 bushels. The visible Monday is not 
expected to show much change. Closing 
cablegrams showed a decline at Paris equal 
to 3%c per bushel for August and 2 go 
per bushel for November and February, 
and a decline of 1%c per bushel at Ant- 
werp. Heavy buying, which the crowd 
variously ascribed as being for account 
of Armour & Co. or the George B. Fremch 
interests, caused an advance in December 
from around &% to 89%c about half an 
hour from the end of the session. It fina- 
ally rogée to’ %#0c, at which price it closed.

The present egg supply is not sufficient, 
prices ranging from 15 to I6e. 

The butter situation remains unchanged 
with prices ruling low—say 12% to léc for 
the best grades of Tennessee stock. 

Creamery is bringing 15 to 2c, owing to 
grade. 


Paine, Murphy & Co.’s Grain Letter. 

Atlanta, August 28.—The market hms 
lost ground the past week to the extent of 
Over 10c per ushel. Fiuctuations, as 
the range indicates, have been violent, 
which has materially reduced the trade 
and influenced it to coarse grains and pro- 
visions. The exciting close last Saturday 
and further large advance which many 
expected but which did not materialize in 
December, induced Uquidation by holders, 
who were anxious to take profits, just as 
soon as the market displayed signs of 
weakening. Advices for the most part 
have been bullish, but prices have been 
inflated to such a degree as to make the 
buying of wheat around the dollar mark 
rather dangerous; then, again the advance 
to that figure seems to have fully dis- 
counted all the strong news and condi- 
tions, and a reaction is no more than 
could have been expected. That there is a 
large shortage in the world’s crop is ac- 
cepted with very little argument, still 
economy is the watch-word of the great 
laboring mass of people and the advance 
in the cereal which has necessitated adding 
first to the price of flour and latterly to 
the price of bread will likely effect con- 
sumption and bring into use for food more 
largely the grains that are cheaper. We 
do not, however, under the present condli- 
tion of things believe in short sales below 
$0c until the new wheat is coming to mar- 
ket in sufficient quantities to meet all de- 
mands and leave some surplus to be added 
to our stocks. At present all receipts are 
cleaned up and the old wheat drawn upon, 
while exports continue on a Hberal scale, 
being about 5,500,000 bushels for the week. 

Corr and oats have attracted a large 
amount of the speculative interest and the 
trade has been heavy. Reports of too dry 
and cool weather have been the bullish 
considerations in corn, while the largely 
increased trade has probably been another 
important feature in the advance. The re- 
ceipts, however, indicate that holders of 
cash corn are only too glad to take ad- 
vantage of the advance in prices and are 
ehipping the grain to market in a manner 
‘that would cause a blockade were it not 
for the fact that the shipping demand hag 
‘been very good. 

The important bull feature in provisiongs 
4s the large demand for cash meats. With 
a large cotton crop in sight the south has 
been a free buyer and the inquiry from 
abroad has been on a healthy basis. The 
speculative trade shows an increase over a 
‘week ago, the general feeling being toward 
better prices, although we feel as if it was 
high enough. 


HAD A TIRED FEELING. 


Dealings in Wheat Smallest in Sev- 
eral Weeks. 


New York, August 28.—Wheat suffered 
from a tired feeling today. Not only did 
rices settle a point about 10c below the 
est price of the season, but speculative 
dealings were smallest for any similar 
period of time in weeks. Except for a lit- 
tle selling on foreign account the morn- 
ing’s trade was mostly in the hands of 
scalpers. Weakness was favored by indif- 
ference on the part of exporters, better 
harvesting weather fn the extreme north- 
west and expanding farmers’ deliveries on 
Winter wheat. On the other side was an 
advance of 4d tn the Liverpool cable and 
very heavy wheat and flour shipments for 
the week, making 10,000,000 altogether 
the past two weeks. Opening prices were a 
little lower than last night at 94%c for 
December. They rallied from this point to 
$55gc, but the bulge inspired active selling 
for long account, which speedily tumbled 
values to 9%c. The official close was at 
94%4e. Subsequently on the curb, however, 
new covering orders lifted it to 94%c, the 
1 o’clock close being %4%c bid.

The photographs taken vf the Lulldings 
are final in settling any disputes which 
arise. They cannot be mis‘axen and their 
evidemce is always accep*ed. 

The steel which !{s heing placed in the 
building and which constitutes the trame 
is marked for its elasticity ard bending 
qualities. It has a tensile strength of 60,- 
0 pounds per square inch, with en elas- 
tic limit of 28,000 to 30,000 pounds per square 
inch of section, and the elongation is 20 
per cent. It is capable of bending dou- 
ble Without a sign of a fracture on the 
convex surface. 

The building is a remarkable cone in 
many ways and every day a large crowd 
of people are constantly around it watch- 
ing the progress that is being made. It 
will be some time yet before it is finished, 
but until the last story has been added Mr.

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A Pish Hatchery Is To Be Located in 
This State. 


PRELIMINARY STEPS TAKEN 


Senator Bacon Gives Some Interesting 
Facts About It. 


WANTED: A SITE FOR THE HATC*ERY 


| Here Is a Chance for Some Enterpris- 
ing Community To Get a Good 
Thing—What Is Necessary. 


Macon, Ga., August 28.—(Special.)—Geor-

Of congress Senator Bacon started a meove- 


ment which is going to result in the es- 
teblishment of one of these valuable in- 
stitutions in Georgia. How much it will 


mean to the state to Lave the rivers and 
the cctsks stocked with food fish of various 
kinds has bea explained in The Constitu- 
tion’s Washington dispatches. In aédition 
to tris the estAbiishment of a hatchery will 


mean thee xpenditure of a good many 
thovseandys of dollars of government money 
in the community where it is located. ‘ 


Today Senator Bacon gave me some in- 
teresting facts concerning the proposed 
hatchery. A representative of the fish com- 
mission is now on his way to Georgia to 
eelect a site, and in this fact many people 
ought to be interested. 


Senator Bacon Explains. 

In speaking of the matter today, Senator 
Beacon sald: , 

“In the general deficiency bill approved 
in. July there was at my instance inserted 
a provision directing the fish commissioner 
select a suitable location in this state 
for the establishment of a fish hatchery, 
and making an appropriation necessary to 
meet the expense of making the necessary 
investigation and sclecting the proper place. 
Under the law the location must be do- 
nated to the government. The reason for 


this Is that- the competition between the 
#everal states to secure the location of such 
a hatchery is so active that if the people 
in one state should fail to donate a suitable 
Site the people in other adjoining states 
would very eagerly embrace the opportuni- 
ty to do so. — 
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“The fish commissioner advises me that | 


the agent whom he has selected for the 
purpose of making this investigation and 
location is about to leave Washington for 
1€o0rgia for this purpose. He will come to 
Macon for the purpose of conferring with 
me as to localities and so forth. In making 
the selection he will be guided exclusively 
by the question of merit in the various 
sites which may be proposed, and there 
will be no favoritism shown to any person 


Or locality within the state. 


A Necessary Requisite. 

“It is necessary that the site should con- 
tain a sprmg from which there is a flow 
of water of front 750 to 1,000 gallons per 
minute. One thousand gallons per minute 
is desired, but if.the locality is such that 


the same water may be used in a succes- 


‘water in the time of rains. 


sion of ponds, then a spring furnishing 750 
gallons per minute may be found sufficient 
in its supply of water. An ordinary run- 
ning stream will not answer the purpose 
on account of the inability to control the 
The requtre- 
ments as to temperature also make a 
gpring necessary rather than a «stream. The 
commissioner said to me in Washington 
that the site should embrace some ten or 
fifteen acres of land. The donation of the 
6ite containing the spring is the only re- 
quirement. Al] other expense of fitting up 
the hatchery and of Keeping it !n operation 
thereafter will be borne by the govern- 
ment. 

“I trust that parties who have springs 
they wish the agent to examine will notify 
me at Miacom as early as possible so that 
I may give the information to the agent 
upon his arrival. I will request that all 
parties who write to me on the subject will 
indorse on the outside of the letter the 
words, ‘Relative to Fish Hatchery,’ so 
that the same may be opened in my ab- 
Bence if such should occur. 

Importance Cannot Be Overestimated. 

“The importance of the establishment of 
this fish hatchery in the state can scarcely 
be over estimated. I believe that through 
this agency every stream and every body 
of water in the state can, within a few 
years, be well stocked, not only with our 
Pative fish, but with such other varieties 


of fish as may be found adapted to our 
waters.” 

While Senator Bacon doas not say 650, 
the location of the hatchery will carry with 
it the expenditure of a good deal of money 
in its construction and maintenance, and 
it will, therefore, be doubly valuable to 
whatever community may secure it. 


WHAT THE NEGRO IS DOING. 


Say what we wiil or may, there are two 
serious problems confronting the people of 
the United States. I refer to the great 
question of the conflict between capital 
and organized labor and to the question, 
what shall we do with the criminals of our 
nation. These are not state, but are na- 
tional problems. Before these questions 
the ‘‘negro problem’’ dwindles into insig- 
nificance, 

However, I wish at this time to speak 
briefly of the convict question. 

As I see it, this is the most serious of 
all questions. Today in all the prisons in 
all parts of this country—state, municipal, 
county and national—there must be at least 
one hundred thousand criminals in Amer- 
fica, not including the ex-conyicts of our 
own country and those that come to us 
from other countries. And what is worse, 
all of these classes are on the increase. 

It has been said that one rotten apple 
in a barrel of sound ones, !f let remain, 
will spoil the whole barrel, and so it will 
be with a community in which there is 
one or more ex-convicts, of whatever age 
or grade they may be, they will soon spoil 
the community. One will soon produce 
ten and the ten will soon produce a hun- 
dred. Thus the army of the er!minal 
classes is growing larger and larger each 
day. The question then arises, how can 
we check the growth of this army? Pun- 
ishment, capital ang otherwise, seems ra- 
ther to increase than decrease it. The 
one simple remedy I offer as a means of 
decreasing the growth of crime—a better 
training at the fireside for all American 
people. We may twist and flinch when we 
are told of our crimes and lawlessness, 
but among other things it proves that 
there is a screw loose somewhere in our 
methods of making citizens. In my, visits 
to the various schools, colleges and semi- 
naries I am persuaded that the fault is 
not in the schools; it is in the homes. 

To a very great degree the children of 
some of both races in America, after cer- 
tain ages, ‘‘just grow.’’ They rear them- 
selves, select their own companions and 
do very much as they please. Soon they 
fall in company with an ex-convict and 
as swift as an eagle in his flight down 
from his house im the rocky cliffs, they 
are gone down—down to destruction and 
away from the pales of honest American 
citizenship. 

I. therefore, recommend that not only 
my people but all people who wish to 
improve the citizenship of our country 
by decreasing the criminal classes and 
raising the standard of true citizenship 
to pay more altention to the home train- 
ing of their children. Until steps are taken 
in this direction we need not expect any- 
thing elise but an increase,in crime and 
criminals. Ali other remedfes have failed, 
now let us try the better training at the 
fireside. If that proves a failure, then I 
favor absolute death for the smallest as 
well as for the gravest crime. That would 
perhaps bring all the offenders of the law 
19 their proper senses.

The spot is seclud- 
ed and the. body was accidentally run 
across by a negro boy who was romping 
over the woods. 

The only clew that the detectives have 
to work on is a gray-checked cap of a 
cheap cotton material, that was either 
worn by the murdered negro or by the 
murderer.

The Pistol Used. 

The pistol chosen by Parrott for the deed 
is a Colt’s revolver of the latest make. It 
is a 32-caliber and has a falling cylinder 
with a side ejection. Only one bullet enter- 
ed the brain of the young man, but two of 
the cartridges had been 

Some of those present say they heard two 
shots while others say that only one shot 
was fired. No bullet holes are in the wail, 
and the matter will probauviy remain a mys- 
tery. It is thought, that Parrott secured 
the weapon in New York, for he left _his 
old pistol—a Smith & Wesson—at home

George Parrott was about twenty-four 
years of age and had resrded in this city all 
of his life, except when attending college.

Insurance on His Life. 
hough young Parrott lost & great 
amount of money and came out of the af- 
fair deeply in debt, his hfe «as well tn- 
sured and he did not leave his widow en- 
tirely unprovided for. 

The full amount of insurance on his life 
is $31,000, divided between two insurance 
companies and one benefit order. At least 
30,000 of this amount will be paid without 
contest. 

Young Parrott had two policies in the New 
York Life for $10,000 each, making $20,000. 
One of these policies was taken out last 
April and the other one during last May. In 
the Equitable he had a policy of $10,000, 
which was taken out about one year ago, 
just before his marriage. The other $1,000 
is in some benefit order, the name of which 
could not be learned. 

It is certain that his widow will receive 
$30,000, because all “Tae policies covering 
this amount are non-contestible and will 
be paid. Under the clause which is said to 
be in the policies there seems to be no 
ground whatever on which the insurance 
companies can contest the claim. It is not 
known whether or not the $1,000 can be 


sted. 
The policies will probably be paid as soon 
as the usual form of proving the death and 
its causes are gone through with. That the 
money will be paid without contest is cer- 


tain. 2

ihis closed the conversation as far as 
business was coneerned, and for five min- 
utes he laughed and talked about personal 
matters as if nothing had happened. He 
laughed at a joke told him aout Chicago 
and said that he liked Chicago and that he 
might geo there to live. 

What His Father Thought. 

On Friday morning Mr. George Parrott. 
Sr., talked of his son's speculations and 
stated as his son did afterwards that the 
amount lost was very close to $190,000. 

Mr. Parrott said: 

“Some weeks ago I suspected that George 
was speculating, and when I questioned 
him about it he did just wnat any boy 
would have done and said that he was not 
speculating. Later I had reason to believe 
that he was losing money, and I went to 
one of the brokers here and asked him if 
George was speculating with him, and he 
said no and that George should not lose 
any money through him. I thought that 
George was losing sume money, but when 
I found that he was broke and that he 
owed money to the firm here that he could 
not pay, it was like thunder out of a clear 
sky to me. 

“George might have lost my money or 
the firm's, but he took it like a man and 
when all that he had was gone, he stopped 
and told me that he was broke. George is 
going to work and he says that he will 
pay all that he owes. He has given up 
all the property that he has and I do not 
think he will have a dollar teft” 

He Had Money Left. 

An intimate friend of young Parrott’s 
said that he tmked the matter over with 
him and that he though George would 
have about $10,@0 left whem he had paid 
the brokers all that he owed them. 

‘“T do not know why George committed 
the rash act,”’ he said yesterday, ‘‘unless 
he fo'ind that he owed more than he at 
first thought. He was under the impression 
that hs owed Paine, Murphy & Co, $1,500,but 
he went over the matter Friday night and 
fcund that the amount was $4,300, and this 
may have made him despondent, and in 
brooding over it he might have become 
morcse and committed the act. He owes 
the brokers in New York, but we do not 
know wnat it is yet and I dodubt if he did. 
He told me that-‘he was going to New York 
to pay it, or all of it that he could, and it 
nay be «a considerable emount.” 

Mr. Farrott himself said that the ob- 
ject of his visit to New York would be to 
pay the brokers all that he could, but that 
he did not know whether he could pay it 
all or not, evidently showing that he did 
not Know what the exact amount was. 

All of the brokers here say that they do 
rot know who Parrott did business with in 
New York but that he must have lost most 
of it in New York, as he did not lose much 
here. 

Mr. Murphy & Co, 
said: 

“Mr. Perrott does not owe us as much as 
$2.00, and I do not believe that he can owe 
a@ ‘thing much in New York. Vie might 
have run over a few hundred dollars, but 
1 do not. see how he could have lost as 
much as it is rumorgd.”’

Secretary Cronheim’s tcatement. 

Secretary Cronheim was seen last night 
and he gave the following statement for 
publication: 

“It is unfortunate that the matter has 
become public property,” said he, ‘but as 
the rumors have been probably consider- 
ably exaggerated, it is only due Mr, Drey- 
fus that the truth so far as has been dis- 
covered be toald. 

“Dreyfus informed me some time ago that 
he intended New York. He 
said he would be absent. from Atlanta 
and suggested that it would be wise for 
him to resign as collector of the iodge, 
as he would not be able to give any atten- 
tion to the collection of dues. Under those 
circumstances [ advised him to resign. 
The resignation was accepted and I pre- 
sume he is now in New York. He left 
his books and accounts with his wife and 
a portion of the money due the lodge has 
becm paid by her, but there is yet a con- 
siderable amount due and unpaid, although 
the members hold receipts for payments 
made which do not appear upon the books 
of Dreyfus, . 

“Attorney Mord. Foote, Jr., is a brother- 
in-law to Dreyfus and he told me a few 
days ago that he would see that all ac- 
counts due by Dreyfus to the lodge would 
be paid as soon as the figures could be 
ascertained. We are now endeavoring to 
secure these figures, and we do not think 
the lodge will lose amything by the trans- 
action. 

‘“L¥Cpon the surface we rannot tell 
whether it is a shortage or a piece of bus- 
iness carelessness -on the part of Drey- 
fus. We hardly believe he has wilfully at- 
tempted to swindle the lodge, and so far 
believe he simply neglected to piace upon 
bis books all collections twnade, The mat- 
ter will be investigated, and I believe his 
bondsmen will make settlement in full for 
the whole amoumt, which I s-varcely be- 
lieve will exceed a few hundred dollars.” 

Defalcation Is Charged. 

A prominent member of the lodge stated 
yesterday that he had received a postal 
card from an officer of the lodge asking

A jury was impaneled at the undertak- 
ing establishment, on Mitchell: street, just 
below Forsyth. The negro boy who found 
the body made.a statement. He was walk- 
ing through the woods when he came across 
the shoes and looking around for the own- 
er discovered the dead body. He says that 
he was frightened and ran to the DeLoach 
Mills, where he to!d a number of workmen. 
They formed a party and led by the negro 
boy went to where the badly was lying. 

An examination was made by the county 
physician. He stated that death would 
have been produced by the blow in the back 
of the head.

FEAR NO CHARGES 


AT THE HOSPITAL 


Camp's Threatened Investigation Causes 
N) Great Alarm. 


MAYOR SAYS IT IS FOOLISH 


SN 


Thinks the Hospital Is One of the Best 
Managed in the Country. 


MR. HIRSCH SEEMS PERFECTLY WILLING 


“We Know We Are All Right and 
Have Nothing To Fear,” Said He. 
The Strickler Affair. 


The cyclonic burst of indignation which 
has bolwn furiously from the first ward 
toward the Grady hospital for the lags 
and which from present pros- 
pects will continue with increased velocity 
for several weeks. is not creating much of 
a stir in that institution, nor among the 
medical staff throughout the city. 

The hospital physicians and officials’ are 
not in the least alarmed. They give Coun- 
cilman Camp a cordial invitation to go on 
a tour of investigation. They want him to 
investigate everything from top to bottom, 
rendering him all the assistance possible 
and being perfectly willing for the pun- 
ishment to fit the crimes. 

Councilman Camp does not seem to have 
much support in his crusade. The mayor 
and several others say the thing is positive- 
ly absurd; that this haven 
for the unfortunate is one of the very best 
managed institutions in the state, and that 
there is no need for any investigation. On 
the other hand. the robust councilman says 
the hospital is rotten—rotten to the core, 
and that he is going to clean it out. 

Mr. Camp says he will probably not be 
ready to spring his resolution of investiga- 
tion on the council at the next meeting. 
There is too much to do before the first 
gun is to be fired—too much evidence to 
cOllect againsi the officials, 

The Cause of All the Trouble. 

‘The causé 0: all this malignity which fs 
being thrust at the hospital,”’ said Mayor 
Collier, yesterday afternoon, “is the gross 
ignorance on the part Of the public as to 
the purpose and rules of the institution. 
The hospital was never intended for all 
classes of infirmities. If such were the 
case, it would have to be ten times as 
large. Many people abuse the institution 
for refusing to take certain cases when the 
abusers do not know what they are talk- 
ing about. The Grady hospital is ote of 
the very best managed institutions of its 
kind in the country, and I think all this 
crusade against it is positively foolish, 
If this thing keeps up we will soon destroy 
the usefulness of the hospital entirely. 

‘The men who have charge of the insti- 
tution, those who compose the medical 
board, are not the sort to stand any such 
insinuations. We must consider that the 
very best physicians and specialists im this 
city work down there for the sake of hu- 
manity without a cent’s remuneration. The 
operations and treatment which those in- 
mates receive there free would cost vs 
hundreds of dollars. 

“As for Dr. Strickler’s conduct in refus- 
ing to take the man last Sunday, I think 
he was perfectly right. The rules of the 
institution would not have allowed him to 
do otherwise. The place is not intended 
for chronic and incurable If this 
was so, the hospital would be filled to the 
doors every day. That man was a con- 
firmed morphine eater, so I am informed. 
Dr. Strickler had been to his home and 
had refused him admission to the hospital 
before. His case was incurable, and what 
was the use in taking him there when 
there zre others that can be cured? 

“Since matters have gone as far as they 
have, however, I do think an investigation 
would be well, for so many people believe 
there # something fearfully wrong. If I 
were Chairman Hirsch I would demand an 
investigation. I .am_ perfectly certain, 
however, what the result would be. Jn- 
stead of try:ng to run down these public 
institutions we ought to encourage them.” 

Mr. Hirsch Is Ready and Willing. 

Mr. Joseph Hlirsch, chairman of the 
hospital trustees, is ready and willing for 
an investigation of the institution. He 
says he will assist the investigating com- 
mittee as much as possible and is willing 
to show the record to the whole world. 

“We have nothing to fear.” said he vee 
terday afternoon. ‘“‘The hospital is in good 
condition and we know it. We are doing 
all the good work possible, as is evi- 
denced by the fact that the wards are 
always well filled, and we are not dis- 
turbed on account of the mutterings of 
a few people who are ignorant of the 
regulat:ons by which such an institution 
has to be governed. 

“The kick from these physicians, IT be- 
lieve, is prompted mostly by jealousy, 
anyway, because they were not appointed 
on the medical force. We don’t care how 
much you investigate, for if we have not 
got one of the best institutions of its 
kind in the country we will lay down our 
tools and quit.”’ 

Mr. Camp had Iittle to say. He is evi- 
dently getting in his work on the quiet. 
“I don’t want any newspaper notoriety,” 
said he, “and I prefer to keep my mouth 
ehut.

First Jury Returned a Verdict Carrying 
the Death Sentence.

LAWYERS MAKE HARD. FIGHT 


New Hearing Results in a Life Term 
in Penitentiary. 


MISTRIALS AND SHORT TRRMS FOLLOW 


Attorneys Continue the Ba‘tie Until 
the Prisoner Is Given an 
Acquittal.

Montgomery, Ala., August 28.—{Special.)— 
One of the most remarkable criminal cases 
ever tried in Alabama was disposed of here 
this week. A negro man, after having been 
put on trial ten times for his life, ac- 
quitted by a jury composed of the best men

The histcry of the case !s Interesting. 
In the spring of 1893 Douglas White, a 


megro then about forty years of age, went 
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DOUGLASS WHITE, Cofored. 
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one night to the house of Margaret Davis, 
his unlawful wife, with whom he boarded, 
and was admitted by the woman herself. 
Half an hour afterwards the report of a gun 
Margaret Davis fell dead.

An hour later White 
quarters and surrendered, taking his gun 
with him. 

At the prel'minary trial he stated that 
after he had ertered the house he lighted 
the lamp and busied himself with his gun 
and bird dog, intending to go hunting the 
following morning, having promised to Kill 
some birds: for a Mr. McLeod, who was 
gick. He testified that while he had his 
gun in his hand, he observed that the lamp 
was burning too high and hurried to turn 
the wick back, when, in his haste, he 
struck the butt of his gun against the wall 
and discharged the contents of the barrel 
into the heart of the negress, Margaret 
Davis. 

The state, however, introduced cons!dera- 
ble testimony tending to show that White 
and the woman had quarelled about a lamp 
chimney which White was said to have 
broken while lighting the lamp, and that he 
had killed his housekeeper in a fit of anger. 
He was committed to jail without bond. 

White then employed as his counsel Mr. 
James B. Fuller, then a briefless. barrts- 
ter, but now one of the foremost young 
attorneys in the state. Mr. Fuller, of 
course, took an active interest in the case 
from the first, but not only the evidence, 
but public opinion was against his client 
from the first and at the trial before Cir- 
cuit Judge Arrington, in October, 1893, 
White was given the death sentence for 
murder in the first degree. Mr. Fuller op- 
pealed the case. At this term there were 
seven murder cases appealed from Mont- 
gomery county, and the supreme court sus- 
tained the decisions of the lower court in 
all of the cases, excepting in White's, which 
Was reversed and remanded by reason 
the overruling of some of My. Fullerjs ob- 
jections. » : 

At the July term of the city court in 1894 
White was again arraigned, a mistrial re- 
sulting this time. 

About this time Mr. Fuller associated 
with him in the case Mr. Thomas M. Ar- 
rington, another young lawyer @ ability, 
and at the fall term of the court White was 
put on trial again, found guilty of murder 
in the first .degree and sentenced to the 
penitentiary for life. 

The public thought that he was exceed- 
ingly fortunate and congratulated his young 
lawyers in saving their client’s life. They 
were by no means s2tisfied, however, and 
insisted that the verdict be set aside, be- 
cause of a hnical defect in {ts wording. 
They carried their point and the case went 
over for trial at the next term of the 
court. 

In October, 1895, the case was called up 
for trial again. By this time the bar of 
the entire state and very many newspaper 
readers had become intensely interested 
in the result. After another hard-fought 
legal battie White was convicted of murder 
in the second degree and sentenced to 
serve thirty-five years in the penitentiary. 
A second appeal to the supreme court was 
taken and a reversal was asked on the 
ground that certain written charges touch- 
ing the question of flight had been re- 
fused by the trial judge. The supreme. 
court again reversed the case and returned 
it to the lower court. 

White was again tried at the February 
term of the city court, and the jury found 
him guilty of murder in the second degree 
and sentenced him to ten years only in the 
penitentiary. 

The case was again taken to the supreme 
court on appeal and was again sent by that 
dignified tribunal back to the jury upon 
technical questions pronounded by the de- 
fendant’s attorneys touching the general 
character of a witness for the state. The 
final trial came up this week, as stated. 
It was a vigorous fight and lasted for sev- 
eral days. Finally the case was given to 
the jury and {tt was by no means an over 
charitable tribunal. The increase of mur- 
ders during the past vear have put the fall 
term jurors on their metal and convictions 
have been coming fhick and fast. The jury 
which had White’s life in its hands went 
to thefr room about 5 o'clock in the after- 


noon and remained there until 1 o'clock, 
when they brought in a verdict of not 
gulity. 


The new évidence which probably brought 
about White’s acquittal was furnished by 
one Polly Willlams, who swore that Queen 
Davis, the state's only eye witness, told 
her about a year ago that she, Queen, had 
‘got religion and the Lord had forgiven 
her for all of the lies she had sworn to 
against Douglass White, her father, and 
that she had gone to the jail and Douglass 
had forgtven her. The Williams woman 
swore that Queen had told her that her 
grandmother, White's victim’s mother, had 
threatened her unless she swore she had 
seen White shoot the woman 

Queen has since died.

Three Governors Were Urged To Give 
the Lad His Freedom Because 
His Father Was Cruel. 


Raleigh, N. C., August 28.—(Spectal.)— 
Governor Russell today ended one of the 
most interesting criminal cases on record 
in North Carolina. 

Early in 1899 Avery Butler, aged fourteen, 
a kinsman of Senator Marion Butler, shot 
his father dead as the latter walked along 
a road in sight of home. The boy had been 
watching for him for hours and spent the 
time whittling. 

In April of that year young Butler was 
sentenced to be hanged, but his sentence 
was commuted to life imprisonment in the 
penitentiary. 

Twice he’ made daring scapes, once get- 
ting to Te®nessee and remaining over a 
year. Again he escaped by boldly going up 
to a new guard and telling him he was 
wanted at the prison office. While he was 
absent Butler fled. 

Three governors have been urged to par- 
don Butler. 

It was urged that the boy was most bru- 
tally tortuged by a cruel father and that 
the latter’s conduct to the boy’s mother 
aroused him to do the deed. 

Governor Russell today granted a pardon, 
after months of entreaty aud hunéreds of 
letters. He says that in view of the fath- 
er’s brutality and his threats on the very 
day of the homicide to kill the boy and his 
mother, the killing was moral self-defense, 
and that tha law should have imprisoned 
the father before his cruelties made his 
family desperate.

Knoxville, Tenn:, August 28.—(Spectal.)—

Weather Conditions. 

Last night an area of high barometer 
was central over the Ohio valley and a 
second high area covered the south At- 
lantic and gulf coast. The barometer was 
relatively low -over a narrow strip of 
country from New York southwestward 


Alabama and thence westward. 
The barometer was generally low to the 
west of the Mississippi, the center of the 
low being to the north of South Dakota. 

The conditions have been generally can- 
ducive to fair weather, but little rainfall 
being reported. Light showers were re- 
ported from Detroit, Corpus Christi, Rapid 
City, St. Louis and Chicago. Some cloudi- 
ness was reported from the gulf coast, 
but elsewhere the skies were generally 
clear, except at Chicago, where it was 
raining. 

There was practically but little change 
in the temperature during the past twenty- 
four hours. From the upper lakes east- 
ward it continued in the seventies and in 
the eighties or above to the south of a 
line drawn from North Carolina north- 
westward to St. Paul, and was very close 
to the nineties at many southern and 
western stations. 

At the time of observation last night 
the temperature at Montgomery and At- 
lanta was # degrees, which was the high- 
est reported from the districts to the 
eastward of the Rocky mountains.

“TilIman became disgusted and attempt- 
ed to organize the farmers of the state, 
threw up the sponge, wrote a long tetter 
to ‘the people of the state expressing hits 
contempt and retired to his home among 
the hills of old Edgefield. I did not sur- 
render, however, and kept up the fight in 
the legislature. The college seemed to be 
hopelessly gone, but God came to the 
rescue by putting it Into the heart of Mr. 
Clemson to make his bequest. A fresh 
hold was taken, the fight was renewed, the 
college was established, but Tillman was 
out, voluntarily out. To get him back I 
originated the March convention ideaa 
a year before the convention was held and 
gave him the nomination on a_ silver 
waiter. On the question of nomination or 
no nomination in that convention we were 
defeated by one vote. I cheated the ques- 
tion of nomination, which saved Tillman, 
who was to be the nominee. The end justi- 
fied the means, because persons opposed to 
nominations had not been invited to that 
convention and they had no right to con- 
trol its deliberations. 

“Tillman is the last man in the world 
to raise his hand against me, for up to last 
year I had been a better friend and closer 
to him even than a brother. 
he would have been on his plantation to- 
day an humble farmer and a ‘busted’ poll- 
tician.’’

ABUNDANT SEQUENCE ASSURED 


Franco-Russian Alliance Is Consid- 
ered a Certain Fact. 


ENGLISHMEN ARE JUST AWAKENING 


Britons Are Glad Because the Treaty 
Is Not at All Liked by the 
Germans. 


London, August 28.—In politics In Lon- 
don at present there is plenty of talk 
about France, Ind'a and President Kruger, 
each contributing a sensation through the 
week, while the rise in wheat has released 
an oratorical outpour regarding ‘he agri- 
culture of England. 

All four ‘topics promise abundant s¢€- 
quences, both material and political. 

The accomplishment of the Franco-Rus- 
sian alliance, which some conservative 
newspapers are inclined to deny, expostu- 
lating that the czar’s words could be ap- 
plied to any friendly nation, is, however. 
accepted by the majority as an undoubted 
fact. This is recognized delightedly in 
France, sneeringly in Austria, uncomfort- 
ably in Germany and here in London they 
are slowly awakening to the underlying 
meaning of the alliance as it 1s under- 
stood on the continent. France is delight- 
ed for three reasons. 

1. Reasonably or unreasonably the al- 
lance is accepted as foreshadowing the 
retrocession of Alsace-Lorraine, which, 
Franee holds, Russia wotia ve said tu as- 
sist in as a snub to Germany. | = 

2. The alliance upsets Germany 8 desire 
‘to bring about united continental action 
against Great Britain. 

° The alliance largely shifts the control 
of Europe back to France. 

The popular opinion of London, which 
rejoices at the alliance as being entirely 


directed against Germany, is well voiced 


‘by the Saturday Review, which says:

“The emperor of Germany 
a rebuff which he will bitterly 
There is no doubt the formal alliance of 
France and Russia-‘makes it impossible for 
him to be that arbitrator of the destinies 
of Europe-which he aspires to become. The 
dual allfance is at least. as powerful as 
the triple alliance was formerly. It is no 
longer a dream.” 

In France one result of President IFaure’s 
visit to Russia has been the creation of 
Prince Louis Napoleon as a new pretender. 
The French hewspapers are all convinced 
that there was a politigal motive in his 
refusal to accept the ld of honor deco- 
ration at the hands or President Faure, 
although the prince distinctly stated that 
his retusal was based on the fact tnat he 
had received from Napoleon lil, while 
still in his cradle, the grand cordon of 
that order. 

Indian Troubles Criticised. 

The Indian troubles have let ioose a 
flood of criticism which blames everybody 
connected with the government. Sir Eilis 
Ashmead Barilett, in a virulent letter jusc 
publ.shed, declares tnat a spirit of fanati- 
cism has been aroused wnicu wili be must 
gitcuit to quell, adding:

ish prestige and alicrated the Mussulmans 
in india.” 

Protessor Arminius Vamberry, the well- 
known guthcrity on all oriental questions, 
partly coincided wifh §Bis view of the 
situation,-though discl gs that the sui:- 
tan has had any carte: hand in the 
present troubles which are pan-Islamic. 

The Saturday Keview, while exculpating 
the sultan, declares that Lord Roberts of 
Kandahar is believed py many of tne best 
informed people to be at the bottom of the 
uffair, which is classed as a legacy of the 
Landsdowne-Roberts administragion, whose 
motto was ‘‘military aggression.”’

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FRANCE CAN'T DRAG 
RUSSIA INTO WAR 


Germans Say That the Czar ‘Made If 
Plain to the President. 


MUCH UNEASINESS PREVAILS 


Faure’s Visit to St. Petersburg Com. 
mented Upon in Berlin. 
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THE NEWSPAPERS ARE DOUBTFUL YET 


European Republic Must Abandon Its 
Idea of Revenge on the Em- 
peror’s People. 


Berlin, August 28.—The visit of President 
Faure to. Russia has been very calmly 
commented upon in Berlin, though there ig 
a distinct undercurrent of uneasiness which 
tends to show that the newspapers do not 
believe what they are printing on the sub- 
ject. 

The opinion is expressed, however, that 
the czar has again made it plain to France 
that Russia cannot be dragged into follow- 
ing a poli®y of “revanche.” and the con- 
Viciion becomes all the more wide- 
spread, as it is industrious!y pressed im 
every quarter that France will relinquish 
the idea of ‘revenge upon Germany and 
the conquest of Aisace-Lorraine and will 
gradually more friendly to Gere 
many. Doubtless, however the wisn ia 
this case is farther to the thought. 

An unpleasant surprise has been created 
by the naval correspondent of the Kreuse 
Zeitung and other conservative newspa- 
pers, as well as the correspondent of the 
Deutsche Zeitung Rundeschaum, reporting 
the naval maneuvers near Dantzig during 
tne past fortnight. They describe the evo- 
lutions of the German war vessels as hav- 
ing been total failures so far as quickness 
and maneuvering ability to resist torpedo 
attacks are concerned. On Tucsday last off 
the port of Bela, one ironciad 
rowly escaped running aground while ma- 
neuvering to escape torpedo Doats. The 
correspondents, who were tbemselves naval 
men and who were on board the vessels, 
engaged in the maneuvers atiribute the 
lack of skill to the want of modern equip- 
ment on the German ships. The govern- 
ment will argue from this that more cruis- 
ers are needed for the German fleet and 
will urge the necessity of forming a new 
division of cruisers. 

Wants More Gunboats. 

The new chief of the navy department, 
Admiral! Von ‘iirpitz, paid a visit to Prince 
Bismarck during the week and consulted 
the ex-chancellor on naval inatters, eS- 
pecially as to the need of a larger German 
navy. Prince Bismarck conceded the ne- 
cessity of strengthening the fleet, but he 
strongly dissuaded the admiral from mak- 
ing that thegprincipal issue in the reich- 
Stag during the coming session of that 
body. On the following day Admiral Von 
Tirpitz went to Wilheimshohe to report the 
result of his visit to the emperor. It is 
said, on high authority, that his majesty 
still clings to his intention to force the 
reichstag to grant much larger appropria- 
tions than hitherto for naval construction. 
But the center and the liberal factions still 
stubbornly oppose the proposition and the 
newspaper orgars of these parties never 
miss an opportunity of repeating thelr op- 
position to the emperor’s pet project.

NO NEED FOR THE LEGISLATURE 10 ACT 


Only Necessary for the Present Law 
To Be Enforced—What the State 
Is Now Doing for the Un- 
fortunates—How the 
Case Stands at 
Present. 


Now that the Hon. Hewlett A. Hall, of, 


Coweta county, chairman of the penitentia- 


ry committee of the present legislature, 
has come forward with a pian for aggres- 
Sive action in the matter of providing suit- 
able legislation for the felony convicts of 
the state when their present lease expires, 
the question once more arises: 

What is going to be done with the misde- 
meanor convicts illegally confined in pri- 
vate camps? 

Their hope of relief from the 
bondage which oppresses them doves not Le 
in the legislature. 

No new law needs to be made in order 
that they may be cared for properly. 

The law which guaranteed them proper 
care and humane treatment passed 
many years ago, and is written on the 
Statute books of at the present 
time just as plainiy as any future iegis- 
lature could inscribe it. 

It only needs to be enforced. 

No more remarkable situation could be 
imagined in the governmentai affairs of 
any state than that which confronts the 
peopie of Georgia at the present time. A

wholesale and deliberate disobedience of the 
law has piaced 8W0 human beings into the 
camps of private contractors, who own 
them body and soul, and are amenable 
to nobody for thelr conduct as lessees. The 
governor of the Siate has ordered a special 
commissioner to inspect these  privaie 
camps, and that special commissioner has 
shown in his report not only the clear iile- 
gality of such confinement, but has told 
in detail a story of innuman and barbarous 
conditions prevailing therein which has 
shocked the good people of the entire 
state. 

Then what? 

The governor has received the report 
and turned it loose among the newspapers. 
He says that he will send it to the legisla- 
ture, which meéets in October, with a 
strong recommendation for legislative ac- 
tion. He has been doing that ever since 
his inaugtration, as other governors have 
done before him, in spite of the plain fact 
that the legisiature has acted years ago, 
and that, instead of a new law being nec- 
essary, the only necessity is that the old 
laws be enforced. The law officer of the 
state has advised the svvernor of this, 
and there is not a lawyer in the entire 
state who disagrees with him in his opinion, 

No Diference of Opinion. 

This opinion declares that the leasing of 
misdemeanor convicts to private individu- 
als is illegal. Colonel Byrd’s report shows 
that there are fully 800 men, women and 
children so leased, and that the circum- 
stances surrounding their leasing are in 
many cases unfit for publication. 

Then ,what? 

The governor admits that the law is be- 
ing broken, but says that the only thing 
he can do is to send Caonel Byrd's report 
to the legislature along with his anual 
message. 

Attorney General Terwell says he cannot 
act in the matter of his own volition and 
that it is none of his business to enforce 
the law. : 

Secretary of State Candler says that 
the misdemeanor convict lease system is 
the most damnable outrage that has ever 
blackened a page of Georgia’s history, but 
that it is not the duty of his office to in- 
augurate reform. 

It is to be presumed that School Com- 
missioner Glenn, Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture Nesbitt, Comptroller General Wright, 
Treasurer Speer, Librarian Milledge and 
all the other state oflficiais will similarly 
dodge the responsibility which now hovers 
over the state capitol. 

It is the idlest nonsense to say that the 
question cannot be settled until the legisia- 
ture meets in Ovtober, for the legisiature 
can do no more than reaffirm the statutes 
already passed. And it is equally impos- 
sible to believe that we are confronted by 
a situation which means that no one in 
the state is charged with the enforcement 
of the laws of the state. if that were 
true a prisoner who was sentenced to be 
hanged for murder could be turned loose 
by those who had him in custody and his 
liberators would be in no danger of punish- 
ment, unless some citizen should take it 
upon himself to bring legal proceedings to 
enforce the previously.declared judgment 
of the court. 

A Grave Situation. 

To understand how grave the situation fs 
one must appreciate the fact that when- 
ever a misdemeanor convict is taken from 
the court, after conviction, and assigned to 
the camp of a private coatractor. the 
eation of the court is delib-

Shae officers. His sentence in every 


case directs that he ba employed by the 
county upon public works, and every man 
who is instrumental in assigning him to 
private captivity ts a law-breaker in the 
Plainest sense of the word. In order that 
this fact may be fully appreciated it is 
necessary to familiarize one’s self with the 
statute governing misdemeanor convic- 
‘tions. 

It is as follows: 

“Every crime declared to be a misde- 
meanor ts punishable by a fine not to ex- 
ceed $1,000, imprisonment not to exceed 
six months, to work in the chaingang on 
public works, or on such other works as 
the county authorities may employ the 
chaingang, not to exceed twelve months, 
and any one or more of these punishinents 
may be ordered in the discretion of the 
judge; 

“Provided, that mothing herein contained 
shall authorize the giving control of con- 
victs to private persons, or their eniploy- 
ment by the county authorities in such 
mechanical pursuits as will bring the prod- 
uct of their labor into competition with the 
Product of free labor.”’ 

It is under this statute that every mis- 
demeanor convict is convicted, and it is 
not to the honor of the state to say that 
less tham half the counties do not live up 
to it. Where the law is broken it is done 
deliberately and openly. The sheriff of 
the county, acting under instructions from 
the county commissioners, takes ihe con- 
vict who is sentenced to work upon the 
public roads and to contribute his labor to 
the welfare of the state, and carries him 
off into the woodg and sells him to a pri- 
vate contractor. In doing this he disobeys 
the judgment of the court just as much 
&@s he wouid do if he took possession of 
@& man sentenced to be hanged and turned 
him loose once more im the public streets. 

And just here is where the question 
a@rises;: 

Who is it whom the state charges w!th 
the enforcement of the state laws? 


What the Law Says. 

It is not the legislature, bceause the 
legislature is simply a lawmakinmg body, 
and it reaches the limit of its nower when 
it makes the laws. There are two other 
departments in the state government, and 


it is to these that one zaturaily turns 
in such an emergency as this. ‘The one is 
called executive and the other judicial. 
the one is selected to execute the law 
and the other to interpret ‘t. ‘he head 
of the executive departmmt is the governor 
of the state, and the last resort of the 
judicial department is the s:ipreme court. 

It is the duty of the governor to exe- 
cuie the law. It is the duty of the indi- 
vidual judge of each court to see that 
its judgment is enforced. If there be any 
doubt of this, the following language of 
the statutes, naming the duties -f judges, 
will settle it: 

‘To compel 
ments, orders and processes. 
furtherance of justice the 
officers.’’ 

When, therefore, a county sheriff takes 
possession of a convict sentenced to work 
upon a public road and sells him to the pro- 
prietor of a turpentine distillery, who is to 
blame for the violation of the law? 

The fact that habeas corpus proceedings 
will liberate from private confinement ev- 
ery misdemeanor convict so placed by the 
county authorities is not disputed by any 
lawyer in the state, and, uniess prompt 
action is taken to enforce the law, it will 
be possible for any convict so confined to 
release himself by the institution of habeas 
corpus proceedings. Speculation regarding 
this might be of value in the face of £0 
unanimous a sentiment, but speculation is 
The facts speak for them-

Here is a case from Dawson, Ga., 
Wustrates clearly not only the fact that 
there is a legal flaw in every shackle that 
binds a misdemeanor convict in a private 
camp, but that the time has cume when 
the executive department of the state gov- 
ernment must exert its authority. 

This Case Tells the Story. 

At the May term of the Terrell county 
superior court James Miller was convicted 
of carrying concealed weapons and sen- 
tenced to serve twelve months in the 
chaingang or to pay a fine of $50. Miller 
could not pay .the fine and was sold or 
hired to J. W. Tatum, who operates a 
turpentine farm in Worth county, for $6 
per month, or $72 a year, and the money 
was paid in advance to the sheriff. Miller 
was thereupon turned over to Tatum. 

In June ‘Miller escaped from ‘Tatum’s 
oon and came back to Terrell county and 
his report of the brutality inflicted upon 
him and the other convicts enlisted the 
sympathy of his friends and they employ- 
ed Yeomans & Raines, a law firm of Daw- 
gon, to secure this relemse. They at once 
instituted habeas corpus proceedings be- 
fore Judge W. N. Spence, of the Albany 
circuit, and aNeged that J. W. Tatum held 
Miller in his custody under pretense of 
having hired or bought him from the 
sheriff of Terrell county for twelve mon#fhs 
for $72 and that Tatum had no county con- 
vict camp authorized by law for the pur- 
pose of working misdemeanor convicts 
upon the public roads or other public 
works under the supervision of the county 
officials as contemplated by the statute. 

On the nearing before Judge Spence, Ta- 
tum made no fight, but admitted that he 
had no legal convict camp and it was also 
peoved that the sheriff had received $72 for 
Milier, $22 more than his fine, Judge Spence 
passed an order declaring the detention of 
Miiier by said Latum to be iilegai, but 
heid that the sentence pronounced against 
him had not been execuied and remanded 
him back to jail and ordered the sheriff to 
execule the senienee aguinet him. He was 
brought back to Terreit county and placed 
in‘ jail, diis attorneys, Yeomans & Raines, 
then brought nabeas corpus proceedings 
beiore Judge Sheltieid, as ‘errell county is 
in his eircuit, and here is their petition. It 
states fully tne case: 

“To the Hon, H. 5S. Sheffield, Judge Su- 
perior Court Pataula Cirguit—The peiition 
of A. M. Haines, aitorney for Jim Miiler, 
respectiully snows unto your nonut as toi- 
lows:

“The same underlying cause results in 
the misdemeanor convicts being hired—un- 
lawfully—to work at sawmills or upon 
the public works, that results in the felony 
convicts being leased, under the sanction 
of an act of the legislature, to work in 
coal mines or for other private concerns. 
What is this cause? It is money—‘currency 
of the realm.’

Letter from Commissioner Spalding. 

“Editor Constitution—The report of Mr. 
Byrd upon the treatment of misdemeanor 
convicts, the early termination of the leases 
of felony convicts, and the question of 
better rvuads in Georgia—all closely related 
eubjects—has been attracting a great deal 
of attention recently. The deep interest 
manifested by The Constitution in all these 
matters has directed public attention to 
their pressing importance in a way 
that cannot be ignored. Having myself, as 
chairman of the committee on public works 
of the board of commissioners for Fulton 
county, been necessarily forced to deal 
with these subjects almost daily for the 
past few years, | feel that a sound solu- 
tion of these issues may be aided by the 
experience and observation I have thus 
had. ‘To free anything I may submit from 
the criticism of interest or selfishness, I 
wish to say in the forefront that next year 
when my present term as commissioner ex- 
pires I shall retire and not seek another 
election. 

The True Situation. 


“It has impressed me that the exact stlu- 
ation as to the management of misdemean- 
Or convicts is much misunderstood by the 
public. I believe that all the just criticism 
of their management attaches to the pre 
vailing, though unlawful, practice of leas- 
ing them to private persons or corpora- 
tions, and that wherever the several coun- 
ties have organized chuingangs which are 
worked upon the public works, it will be 
found that the misdemeanor convicts are 
at least as well treated as are the felony 
convicts, with all the protection the latter 
get from the state officers. The misman- 
agement and bad treatment come from un- 
lawfully hiring out these misdemeanor pris- 
oners in competition with free labor, and 
thus subjecting them to private or corpo- 
rate greed and avarice, instead of keeping 


them in charge of the county officials and |

“That the present leases of felony con- 
Victs are a serious reflection upon the civ- 
ilization of our state will hardly be ques- 
tioned by any impartial authority. This 
method combines all the worst features to 
be found in any system. It puts the con- 
victs where all idea of their reformation is 
out of the question, where they are the 
direct and helpless victims of private greed

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demeanor convict it is for the purpose of 
getting money to pay the costs of the offi- 
cers of court, who get every cent of the 
money derived from the hiring or sale of 
the convict—the county does not get a cent. 
In the case of the state it is to get rid of 
the expense of executing the judgment 
passed upon the felon, owed both to the 
public and the convict, by having his sen- 
tence worked out upon the public works 
and under the direction and in the charge 
of impartial public officials. 1t is money, 
money at the bottom of the whole of it. 
Wrong To Sell Convicts to Private 
Concerns. 

“That it {is wrong to allow 
meanor convict to be put upon the market 
and sold to the highest bidder, who there- 
upon takes charge of him to work out his 
sentence and make the greatest profit from 
his bargain, cannot be seriously questioned, 
and that this is daily done in Georgia is be- 
yond dispute. I get requests-to submit bids 
in behalf of Fulton county, for the pur- 
chase of these convicts, and frequently re- 
ceive notices that some private concern 
has bought them. While the officers of 
court ought to be paid their costs, still 
nothing will justify such unlawful dispo- 
sition of convicts. But just so long as 
these officers are forced to look for their 
costs to the sale of these convicts, just so 
long will there be material in these private 
camps for reports like mr. Byrd’s. 

The All-Important Question. 

“The all-important question, however, 
is how shall all this be remedied? Here 
is where the discussion begins. When a 
remedy requires the expenditure of money, 
a thousand other ways will be presented 
to meet the issue—or rather to evade it or 
temporize with it. While in the near fujure 
the best results may flow to the state, not 
only from having settled the question in a 
sound, just manner, but also in a pecuniary 
way, still few will meet the question 
squarely, because of a present outlay. I 
do not think any extravagant expenditure 
will be needed, but in changing from the 
present system to a proper one some ex- 
pense is inevitable. 

All Convicts Confined to Public Wooks 

“In arranging for the future, it is my 
Opinion, that all convicts, misdemeanor and 
felony, should be confined to public works 
alone, and that as far as possibile this 
work should be directed to constructing 
public roads. If this is once adopted as a 
sound principle the methods of bringing 
about the best results can be readily work- 
ed out, i 
Misdemeanor or Short-Term Convicts. 

In dealing with the proper disposition of 
misdemeanor convicts, and felons sentenced 
for not exceeding five years, the counties 
where chaingangs engaged on public works 
alone, exist, should be charged with exe 
cuiling their sentences. Judges of the su- 
perior courts should be given discretion in 
sentencing felons whose terms do not ex- 
ceed five years, to order their confinement 
in the county chaingang. These prisoners 
should be worked under the county authori 
ties, who should appoint all the superin- 
tendents and bosses, and the grand juries 
should be required to carefully inspect the 
treatment of such prisoners. These county 
chaingangs should be Kept entirely separate 
from the state penitentiary system, and 
free from all statehouse politics. The gov- 
ernor and principal keeper of the peniten- 
tiary should be authorized to have all such 
chaingangs inspected at their pleasure, but 
never fix it so that the executive patronage 
will reach the officers of these gangs. A 
state political machine will prove fatal to 
the efficiency of all these organizations, if 
allowed to reach them with the appointing 
power. It is too much to expect of human 
nature to hope that if this power is given 
such would not be the result. Besides 
for these county squads the ordinary or 
county commissioners are far better equip- 
ped to administer, and more directly an- 
sewrable to the people for mismanagement. 
They are on the ground, personally ac- 
quainted with the officers in charge and 
with the local conditions. 

‘The law should be changed so that no 
official could receive any pecuniary bene- 
fit, such as payment of costs or otherwise, 
from the hiring out of any convict. 

“In no event should any convict be al- 
lowed to work on other than public works. 
Convicts from counties where no chaingang 
exists should be worked in other counties

where gangs are maintained, and several] i 


counties should be allowed to join in keep- 
ing up a gang. 

“There should be a general law prescrib- 
ing the minimum diet and clothing, the 
maximum hours of labor, and the punish- 
ment, and generally regulating these county 
gangs. 

Relief +o State. 

“By thus disposing of felons sentenced for 
five years and less a large part of the pris- 
oners who now go to the penitentiary would 
be cared for by the counties. Of the twen- 
ty-odd hundred now in the penitentiary, I 
estimate some 700 have terms of five years 
or less. Under the plan above suggested 
none of these short term felons need ever 
burden the state. 


A Farm or Island for Felons. 

“In disposing of the remaining felony 
convicts, a sultable farm should be secured 
somewhere near the middle of the state. 
Part of these convicts should be put to 
work on this farm in producing supplies 
with whicn to feed, clothe and equip the 
entire number of prisoners in the peniten- 


tiary. They could easily raise all the staple | 


articles of food, and with organization and 
slight training could be made to produce 
the shoes, clothing, wagons, harness, ‘todls 
and implements, used not only upon this 
farm, but also such as would be needed 
by the other prisoners in their work upon 
the public roads. ; 

“If {ft became desirable, branch farms 
could be established in the northern and 
southern parts of the state, upon which 
convicts could be put at like work as that 
above indicated. 

“An island might be utilized instead of an 
inland farm. In fact, I find that a former 
legislature of Georgia in passing a lease 
act gave decided preference to the selection 
of an island. (See Acts of 1876, page 42.) 

“It is well known that in other 
the felony convicts are successfully worked 
upon farms, taught tra 
make clothing, wagons, 
tools and implements. No reason appears 
why this cannot be done#in Georgia. 

“‘In addition to the healthfulness of such 
a plan, there is far greater opportunity for 
reforming the criminal. Many a criminal

Here 
the Woman's Christian Temperance Union 
tented, and from the tent the ladies servea 
out refreshments to the prohibition work- 
ers. The ladies did not mingle with the 
voters, but by serving refreshments, deal- 
ing out blue ribbons and Singing songs, 
endeavored to do their part.

Mather. a 
Methodist preacher, was pushed to the 
ground by a barkeeper, and his hand was 
painfully hurt.

The barrooms were not opened at al 
today. During the afternoon the chief of 
police was told by prohibitionists thar 
whisky was being dealt out freely in the 
basement of the courthouse. He investi- 
gated and found a beer bottle there. 

It was ciaimed by the antis that 
polls closed three minutes earlier 
they should. 

During the day Ike Pearce and R. lL. 
Salter, two white men, and also a 4-egro, 
were arrested on warrants on the charge 
of ®uying votes. They promptly gave 
bond. 

The election resulted as follows: Against 
prohibition, 1,724; for prohibition, 342: ant 
majority 78%. The county precincts gave a 
slight majority to the ant's. The votes 
of about 400 negroes were challenged by 
the prohibitionists. If all are thrown out 
the result of the election would not be 
changed.

Silver’s Fall Not Strange. 

Senator Chandler seces nothing at all 
Strange in the fall in the price of silver. 
Of this he says: 

“Under present conditions it {s not strange 
that silver continues to fall in market 
price. There is no longer any demand 
for the metal to ooin into money, so every 
year $220,000,000 worth (at the ratio of 
154, to 1) must find its way into use in 
the arts, and in addition, the price is 
threatened by $4,000,000,000 worth of silver 
now constituting the world’s coined aliver, 
but which is likely to be precipitated upon 
the market, as a commodity not needed 
for money if it ig only money because 
ii must be redeemed at all times and places 
in gold. Paper money will be as good, 
and even better, than silver if the lattu& 
is not to be as complete money as is gold. 
If there is to be no retrograde movement 
toward remonetization, silver will inevita- 
biy fall umtil it commands only its price 
as a commodity to use in the arts. Where 
the lowest price will be no man knows 
and no man can ascertain. Sut here is 
no argument against bimetallism. The 
principal value of both silver and gold is 
derived from their use by the nations as 
money, and the primcipal argument in 
favor of the remonetization of silver is 
derived fwom the continuous fall in the 
prices of commodities since i873, greatly 
accelerated since 1893.”"’

Mr. Wharton 
Barker’s table, reprinted in The American, 
of Philadelphia, dated July 17, 1897, give 
its index numbers, based upom the prices 
since 1891 of one hundred articles in com- 
mon use. In January, 1891, the quantity 
was ascertained which could be purchased 
for $100. Since 1891 the number of dollars 
necessary to purchase the same quantity 
has gone steadily down until it reached, 
ou July 1, 1897, the figures $75.33. There are 
notable rises during the period of six 
and a half-years, including that of wheat 
and other food products between October 
1, 1896, and January 1, 1897, but the gen- 
eral fall igs from 100 to 76.33. 

“Mr. Sauerbeck’s index numbers are 
made by taking the English prices of forty- 
five leading commodities (see The London 
Bimetallist for October, 1895) since 1577, 
starting with 100 at that date. The fig- 
ure goes variably downward until {it reach- 
es 62 in January, 1897; the last number 
I have being 61 for April, 1897. 

“That the various index numbers clear- 
ly prove a general fall in prices since 
1877 there can be no reasonable doubt, and 
every one knows from common observa- 
tiom that real estate and machinery have 
fallen in the same proportion. _The con- 
sequences of these conditions are depress- 
ing, as any manufacturer will testify who, 
in 1877, had $100,000 in property and owed 
$50,000, but who now finds himself with 
only $60,000 of property and still owes the 
$50,000. If, as Mr: Barker claims, the fall 
in values has beem 25 per cent in the last 
six years and is stilll progressing, the 
baneful effect upon merchants is under- 
stood by all thoughful persons.” 

The fall of silver, the senator holds, 
only points the moral of demonetization. 
It is but a part of the genera! fall in prices 
which results from the cancellation or de- 
struction of a portion of the money which 
is the measure of values. “"If,’’ Senator 


Chandler adds, ‘“‘this wrong to society has. 


been progressing for twenty years, it will 
be wise for the free citizens of America 
who can accomplish results by votes to be- 
gin the inquiry anew (now that the tariff 
question passes out of sight for a time), 
whether the work of remedying the wrong 
ought not soon to begin. This qvestion 
is not to be answered alone by the money 
lenders and the persons of fixed incomes,

The Senator’s Sensational Letter. 


So widespred was the discussion which 
this letter provoked that Semator Chandler 
felt called upon to give his views at great- 
er length. This he has done in his sec- 
ond letter. It is a remarkably frenk pre- 
sentation of the evils that ars sure to 
follow if gold monometallism becumes the 
assured policy of this government. ‘This 
letter is of so much political imipcrtance 
that I give it here in full. It speaks for 
itself—needs no explanation. Here it is: 

Senator Chandler’s Strong Letter.

appearing symptomatic facts which may 
possibly be fixed and controlling or may 
be only temporary and inconsequential; 
all the one-sided clamorers seeming (to be 
wholly unmindful of the fundamental! prin- 
ciple upon which all reasoning on mone- 
tary science must be based, namoly, that

the test of any system must extend over 
many years of its operation and must 
be applied to many varying conditions, 
acting and reacting upon each other, many 
times with confusing and troublesome ap- 
parent results. 

“Thus, when, prior to October, 1896, wheat 
fell in price to am unprecedented low fig- 
ure, the silver men claimed that the cause 
was progressive demonetization, and the 
gold men were more or less confounded. 
But when, in that month of October, 
wheat rose in price, the republicans took 
their turn and claimed that the argument 
for silver based upon a fall in wrices of 
commodities was refuted, amd doubtless 
many votes were thus saved to Mr. Mc- 
Kinley. Now, again, when in August, 
1897, wheat has further risen in price while 
silver hag continued to fall, the gold men 
renewediy and loudly proclaim that the 
rise in wheat and the fall in siver have 
forever silenced the bimetallists, and that 
the silver question is a dead issue of 
which we shail hear mo more in our pol- 
itics. Even the usually acute and saga- 
eious representative in Washington of The 
Boston Journal, Mr. Louls A. Coolidge, 
has been so tar hypnotized by Director 
of the Mint Preston as to assert, on Au- 
gust 19th, that by December next ‘very 
little will be heard of the free silver prop- 
aganda.’ That sounds liko the declara- 
tions in the platforms of the two political 
parties im 1852 that the anti-slavery prop- 
aganda had been destroyed by the com- 
promises of 1850, and that thereafter there 
would be no further agitation of the 
subject of § slavery. These predictions 
were more positive than those of Messrs. 
Preston and Coolidge, yet something was 
heard of the abolitionists a few years 
later, 

The simple truth of recent: events seems 
to be that wheat has gone above the prices 
lately prevailing only because of short 
crops in certain coustries, as it always 
will under tertain conditions, while silver 
continues to go down because it is yet 
in process. of demonetization, as every 
human being Knew it would. But the great 
question still remains tor solution wheth- 
er, through the years to come, with siiver 
demometization still progressing, there will 
mot be as a consequence thereof a Steady 
fall in the average prices of the commo- 
dities and the lands, buildings and ships 
which make the wealth of the world. 

“If this question is to be answered in the 
affirmative the remonetization of silver is 
sure to follow. The world cannot be held 
to the single standard of gold merely be- 
cause of the rise in wheat, which helped 
the election of McKinley in the autumn o 
1896, and the continued rise in wheat an 
fall in silver, which has caused the tem- 
porary confusion and silence of Mr. Bryan 
in the summer of 1897. The presidential 
election settled the tariff question, and 
also decided that the United States would 
not by immediate free silver ooinage at 
once break the parity between silver and 
gold money; but it did not decide against 
bimetallism. On the contrary, it pledged 
the republican party anew to efforts to es- 
tablish that monetary system, and Presi- 
dent McKinley is faithfully, steadily and 
courageously laboring to make good his 
own and his party’s pleuges. 

“It is true that a small class of republi- 
can gold monometallists and also the 
Cleveland democrats insist that Mr. McKin- 
ley should break his solemn pledges, cease 
to make efforts for bimetallism, and com- 
mit himself and his administration unre- 
servedly to permanent gold monometallism. 
Hon. E. J. Phelps, Mr. Cleveland’s minis- 
ter to England, hopes that before long 
“the administration will be ready to take 
the side they were elected to take on this 
question.’ The constant wail of the gold 
democrats who deserted Mr. Bryan and by 
voting for Palmer and Buckner, or by di- 
rect ballots, aided in the election of Mr. 
McKinley, is that the -latter ag president 
is bound to advocate the single gold stan- 
dard. They seem wholly to forget that the 
republican por has affirmed that the use 
of both gold and silver as standard money its 
important to the world and that the free 
coinage of silver ought to be adopted by 
international agreement, while both the 
great parties, the one casting 7,300,000 votes 
and the other 6,500,000 wotes, declared by 
law in 1880 that it was the policy of the 
government steadily to ore the object 
of bimetallism by any other method than 
i1.fernatfonal agreement which would in- 
sure the maintenance of the party be 
tween the two metals at a fixed ratio. Only 
185,000 vctes declared in 1896 for the single 
“pete standard, and the leaders of this 
andful can hardly expect to rule accord- 
ing to their pecullar ideas either of the 
Old parties. They were patriotic in their 
action and were cordially invited to ride 
in the McKinley wagon, but they were not 
asked to take the reins and drive. The 
propaganda of bimetallism by McKinley 
republicans will be heard of after next De 
cember, the opinion of Messrs. Phelps and 
Coolidge to the contrary notwithstanding. 
As long as silver continues to go steadily 
dovn'vard, however often wheat may leap 
up and down according to the variations 
in the annual product the word over, the 
republican party, as a whole, with Mr. 
McKinley in the lead, will continue to stand 
for bimetallism as well as for protection. 

“There is one powerful reason why the 
republican party and the McKinley ad- 
ministration will not abandon bimetallis 
and that is a reason of policy as well as o 
principle. Overyhelming party defeat will 
follow such an abandonment. There ig 
danger of disaster from even the existence 
of the many current suspicions, however 
unjust, that abandonment is intended: sus- 
picions caused in part by reported utter- 
ances, probahly incorrect, of Secretary 
Gage, and by proclamations by Director 
Preston, of the Unifed States mint, whose 
real business is to coin money and not to 
formulate a party policy. 

“This question is close at hand, to be 
tried in November, in the state of Ohio, the 
home of President McKinley, where Sena- 
tor Hanna is then to be elected or defeated 
as United States senator. The close connec- 
tion, even to unity, of these two states- 
men is complete. The latter organized with 
consummate skill and limitless powers and 
resources the tWo canvasses which nomi- 
nated and elected the former. The prolonged 
success of the republican party, and the 
course of politics generally on the prevail- 
ing modern lines, will require Mr. Hanna’s 
election as senator, and an indorsemen? of 
him by the people of the state of Ohio at 
the polls in 1897 will be a most appropriate 
sequel to the nomination and election of 
(Mr. McKinley, guided by Mr. Hanne and 
aided by the vote of Ohio in 1896. [In or- 
der to make certain and easy republican 
victory in a contest which is to be so sig- 
nificant, the republican side should stand 
firmly by bimetatlism and not surrender 
to the single geo'd standard. The late Ohio 
convention reaffirmed the St. Lou's platform 
of 1896, which pledged the party to promote 
bimetallism—the free coinage of ailver 
equally with gold—by rational methods and 
without cessation in the pursuit of the de- 
sired object. As already stated, President 
oKinley hol firmly te these 


It will be unwise for the republican man- 
agers in Ohio to treat them with indiffcr- 
ence or to countenance the idea in any form 
that they are to.be abandoned. If they do, 
there is imminent danger of defeat for 
themselves, and for Senator Harina as well, 
to whom it is due to acknowledge that on 
all occasions and in spite of all solicita- 
tions he has proclaimed that he adheres to 
bimtallism andthat hefavors securing the 
use of the two metals as money by all prac- 
ticable and honorable methods, 

“Adherence to bimetallism by the repub- 
licans of Ohio is also of special and national 
importance at this time, because this is the 

rincipal affirmative good which the reprtB- 
ican party can at this mement promise to 

ive hereafter to the masses of the people. 
here is looming up in the future no issue 
in connection with which the republican 
party will be sure to advocate what the 
eat number of the voters will desire, un- 
ess it is to be this issue concerning the 
standard metal money of the world. To 
make that money of gold alone instead of 
both Bold and silver, which have so served 
side by side since the foundation of civiliza- 
tion—as Senator Sherman so aptly said, as 
if by an ‘act of God’—will, whether the 
change is economically expedient or no 
be an uhpopular policy which will sen 
thousands of voters against any party 
which thus makes the fight In favor of the 
permanent adoption of the single gold 
standard. If the republican party should be 
guiled or corrupted Into assuming trat

of power in 1898 and 19007 I must confess 
I do not see what we can tender to the 
ple for their benefit, if we deliberately 
tray the cause of silver. Once we advo- 
cated a homestead law—land for the’ land- 
less. We cannot renew any such great of- 
fer as that was. We opposed slavery and 
gave freedom to a race in bondage. A 
thousand years will not see another such 
grand opportunity for any nation. We 
promised and secured through bloody war 
the union of the states as a republic with 
the freest possible suffrage. e have at 
last by tariff duties placed beyond serious 
danger protection to our eat industries, 
and have thus secured high wages for la- 
ber to the voting masses. These noble 
deeds we cannot do over again. The vot- 
ers of the near future may in sentiment 
honor the record of the grand old party, 
but they will not by their suffrages keep 
it in power unless jt can continue to prom- 
ige some things for the public good, which 
a majority of the voters very much de 
sire; above all, they will not thus prolong 
the existence of the republican party if it 
becomes justly subject to the charge that 
it is only the rich man’s party; the party 
of the money power, having withdrawn its 
desires and ceased its efforts to secure, 
in the conduct of the government, the 
reatest good to the greatest number. In- 
eed, denunciations that this is the repub- 
lican condition already thicken around our 
pathway. Not only is it damagingly 
charged that we heve left the ancient ways 
of exercising the guvernmental function of 
furnishing money for the people, by de- 
serting silver and agreeing to fasten the 
world to gold along as standard money— 
which is not true, but our opponents also 
vehemently assert that it is the purpose of 
the unrelenting forces which dominate our 
president and congress. 1) To surrender 
to and protect all the schemes of the great 
monopolies and organizations of weaith 
which modern progress has produced; like 
the huge trusts in oll, sugar and other 
merchandise, and in transportation; (2) to 
always take the side in the @dntroversy of 
the employers of labor aguinst the laborers 
themselves, and in addition to all these 
plans, and as a guarantee of this generally 
plutocratio policy; (3) that It is the settled 
determination to introduce as a permanent 
system beyond all precedent prior to 1896 
the use of money In elections. for the cor- 
ruption of the popular suffrage. 

“A fairly good defense for the republican 
party can be made against all those 
charges; and at all events vigorous retort 
can be made against our motley opponents 
showing that it would be absolutely dan- 
gerous to trust them with the control 
of the government; but it is even now 
seriously inconvenient for us not to be 
able to point to some new, present, affirma- 
twe proposition of pusitive good to the 
masses of the people, which good thing they 
very much desire, and of which the repub- 
licans are to be the leading and powerful 
advceates. Our opponents ere promising 
almost everything fur votes. What can 
We promise? We cannot possibly aceept 
the issue as they are trying to frame it. 
lf it b@ really one between the rich and 
the» poor, then, althof&ig@b the rich may be 
truly right and the poor may be cruelly 
wrong, we shall be sagly beaten at the 
pclls; and we canndét Sféem the tide by bal- 
icts, by injunctions from courts, by calling 
out the army and mervy, and certainly not 
by the utmost use of money in elections. 
What I mean is that In any. repubiic with 
suffrage actually unrestricted the majority 
party in order to remain in power must not 
only be right, but must be able to satisfy 
the great body of the people that it is righz; 
{t must be continually on the alert, rot only 
to pretect the wealthy but to serve, benefit, 
bless ard improve the condition of the poor, 
and the people of the moderate means in 
the community. This may be called dema- 
gogy. I call it wise party politics in a 
country where the people rule, and are to 
continue to rule with a popular sway ¢£s- 
sumed to be surely beneficent to all the 
people, rich and poor, money lenders and 
money borrowers alike. 

“So I would keep hold of the movement 
for bimetallism as a means of good to the 
people and of safety to the republican par- 
ty. If the leading republicans of the coun- 
try have any Other promise to make to an 
eager peopte of something in the interest of 
the whole community, of all classes to- 
gether, this is the time to bring it forward 
and to explain and enlarge upon it; espe- 
clally making it prominent in the new open- 
ing Ohio political contest. Wecan do much 
to hola votes by the method of 1896—by a 
Aemonstration of the peril into which the 
success of the {ncongruous elements of op- 
position to the administration will bring 
the country: but it will be most convenient 
to make promises of some new and positive 
good to result from continued republican 
ascendency. I propose for one thing a re- 
newal of the pledges of 1896 to bimetallism; 
a renewal, open, unreserved and sincere; a 
promise to dispel the hard times, to bring 
on good times, to stiffen prices, to revive 
business, and to benefit both creditors and 
debtors: simply by a restoration cf the 
metal money of the good old times; not'gold 
alone, but silver also, the current inonéy of 
the merchant from the days of Abranam. 
The president has not abandoned this prin- 
ciple. Mr. Hanna has not abandoned it. 
The republicans of their state should c:ing 
to it as a saving power with the voters, 
better than an army with banners—or any 
amount of money provided for the legiti- 
mate expenses of that most important pend. 
ing struggle in the state of our two recog- 
nized and inseparable leaders. 

“T will make brief allusion atthis time to 
ene other point. The St. Lotis platform 

ledged the republican party to aid !n mak- 
ne Cuba free. The breaking of that one 
pledge would very soon send the party cut 
of power. It has not yet been broken, but 
its fulfillment proceeds with ago.izing 
slowness. Let us hope that President Me- 
Kinley will do something after his well- 
earned vacation; certainly affer the coming

COL. THOMAS DISAGREES WITH 
COUNCILMAN PETERS. 


He Thinks Whitehall Siriet Should 
Not Be Paved with Brick 
and Chert. 


Councilman Ed Peters’s plan for repav- 
ing Whitehall street does not seem to have 
struck a popular chérd with some of the 
citizens mostly interested in the movement 
to widen the street. 

Mr. Peters is heartily in favor of slicing 
off five feet on each side, but suggests that 
one part of the street be paved with chert 
a@t the county’s expense and the other side 
with blocks or some other smooth 
ment at the expense of the city and prop- 
erty owners. 

Colonel L. P. Thomas, who has been as- 
siduous in his efforts to widen the street, 
by no means agrees with Mr. Peters in his 
plan. He thinks the double pavement would 
not suit the residents along that thorough- 
fare and would not add to the attractive 
ness of the sireet. 

“I do net at all agree with Mr. Peters 
in his plan,” said Colonel Thomas yester- 
day. “‘We want to make Whitehall street 
one of the most beautiful in the city, and 
we could never do it by paving one side 
with brick and the other with cHert. I do 
not think the residents would ever be in 
favor of any such scheme. 

“What we want is to widen the street 
first, five feet on each side, then pave it 
with some smooth material which would 
make a first-class driveway. The commit- 
tee is still at work and is meeting with 
gcod success. We confidently believe the 
Scheme will go through. There are a few 
residents who have refused to allow five 
feet of their property, but we think they 
will finally agree. We do not, however, 
care to follow any such plan as Mr. Peters 
suggests.’’

of all the civilized tribes have been willing 
to do the same thing. It is well Known 
that the daughters of the Creeks and 
Cherokees In Georgia always said yes “when 
a good-looking white man proposed mar- 
riage; but such unions were net -hasty nor 
deceitful, they had to be in earnest and 
from honorable motives. If an Indian 
maid was betrayed by a designing while 
man, he could hardly escape, tor the whole 
tribe became avengers of blood. Her vir- 
tue was her dearest ornament, and if she 
lost it the third finger of her left hand was 
dismembered at the second joint, and that 


left her shame always visible. 

Now it seems to be settled by the men of 
sciemce that the Indian belongs to the Cau- 
cassian or white race, or else he is aborig- 
inal and is a race of his own. He is neither 
Mongolian, Malay nor negro. -He was first 
found here on this continent, just as the 
negro was first found in Africa. As the 
elephant was found in Asia, the kangaroo 
in Australia and the liama in Peru, so the 
Indian may be a native of the manor born, 
for geologists say that this continent ‘5 the 
oldest by several thousand years. But 
where he came from or how he got here is 
a question toe deep for me. The existence 
of Aztecs in Mexico is still an unsolved 
problem, and who were the mound builders 
is a matter of doubt and speculation. One 
thing, however, seems certuin, that the 
race is doomed to extinction. The com- 
m:nd “be fruitful ard multiply’ does not 
belong to them. Accordirg to the United 
States census reports, in 18338 there were in 
the United States and territories 400,764; in 
1£60, 339,421; im 1870, 313,712; in 1880, 306,543, in 
1%), 248,253. Of these 58,806 are classed as 
civilized. The Cherokees and Creeks. were 
sent from Georgia to the Indian Territory 
cbout sixty years ago. The former then 
numbered near 15,00; they number less 
than that now. What is the matter with 
them? They have fine lands, both for 
pasturage and cultivation, and the bounty 
of the government would nearly support 
them. They have good framed hous to 
live in and have as good schoolhouses and 
churches as our country people have in 
Georgia. They are classed as civilized, and 
dress just like white folks, and cook aud 
eat as nourishing food as we do. What is 
the matter? I asked of one of their edu- 
cated ministers. ‘God knows,” said he. I 
mingled with their people and talked with 
them. They did not scem to be sad or 
distressed about anything. It was not that 
the chiidren died before maturity, but that 
the mature died faster than children were 
born to take their places. The exception 
to this decline of the race seemed to be in 
the families where white men had inter- 
married with Indian maidens. These unions 
were prolific of children who were healthy 
and handsome, and always. bred after the 
mother, having her cinnamon color, her 
straight black hair and high cheek boncs. 
There is no apparent mixture of blood as 
that which appears in the mulatto who is 
the half breed of whites and blacks. But

do the unions of whites with negroes. Even 
Vassar college would not be horror sticken 
at the discovery of an octoroon among her 
Bupils. Indian students may be found in 
many of our colleges and are not rejected 
at hoteis or boarding houses or theaters 
or churches or on railroads. In some of 
the tribes, as in the Creeks and Chefro- 
kees, their features, their beauty and their 
traits of character approximate the Anglo- 
Saxon. Schoolcraft, who is the highest au- 
thority, says their features are regular, 
their expression noble; they are taciturn 
and stoical to the last degree, cunning 
and watchful, persevering in the pursult 
and revengeful in the destructiom of their 
enemies, hospitable and grateful for favors, 
a close observer of natural phenomena, his 
temperament poetic and imagination and 
his simple eloquence of great dignity and 
beauty of expression. Many of the women 
are really handsome, and their skin is 
thinner, softer and smoother than is the 
white race's. 

Boudinot was a very handsome, impres- 
Sive man ‘even in his old age. I met 
him at Fort Smith some years ago. He Was 
educated at Princeton. He was a Cherokée 
and was born in Vann’s valley, near Rome. 
His mother was buried ona hill that over- 
looks Cave Spring. When but a lad he was 
taken west with the tribe in 1837. Not long 
after that he was sent to Philadelphia to 
school and was adopted by Hlias Boudinot, 
a wealthy Grete. | and tbok his 
name. While he lived hé stood high as a 
learned and eloquent advocate, and was 
the agent and ambassador of the tribe in 
all matters connected with the United States 
government. But now these trives do not 


have to send their children so far away 
to get an education. What our government 
does is always well done, and handsome 


school houses are found all over the terri- 
tories. In 1877 the policy of educating them 
was organized and $20,000 appropriated, In 
1880 it was increased to $75 400. In 1885 to 
$992,000, ang in 1890 to $1,364,568... I reckon it 
is two or three millions by this time. And, 
besides this large amount, the different re- 
ligious societies of the United States give 


largely to the caus*, the Roman Catholic 
ehurch giving near half a million annually 


and having -charge of more schools than 
all the other denominations put together. 
Then, again, just think of the land they 
have got—160 acres to each head of a family, 
80 acres to each child eighteen years old 
and 40 to those younger, Just think of all 
the old and decrepid ones being supported 
by the government and all the young ones 
educated free. Why. it would seem that 
with all this fraternali sm and private bene- 
factions a child is fortunate to be born an 
Indian. The wards of the nation, whether 
red or black, are having a good time. 

There was an old song that was sung 
by a lazy vagabond, and it said: 


Oh, I wish I was a goose 
All forlorn, all forlorn, 

Oh, J wish I was a gvose 
Eating corn!” 


But now the song for our thousands of 
tramps to Sing is: 

“Oh, I wish I was an Indian!” 

It used to be that in our college text- 
books that population increased in propor- 
tion to the comforts of life that the com- 
mon people enjoyed. This theory fits the 
southern negro pretty well, for they con- 
tinue to multiply like rabbits, in spite of 
all the barbarity that The Boston Trans- 
eri pt accuses us of, but it does not fit the 
Indian, nor docs it fit the average Boston 
es ag that never has more than two chil- 
dren and wouldn’t have any but for some- 
body to inherit the estate.

A VETERAN OF THE OAR.

The Business Not What It Used To 
Be in the Olden Time. 
From The New York Tribune. 

Much space has been devoted to oars- 
men in the course of the last few weeks 
and the papers have had columns of news 
about the achievements of the various 
crews. 

The ambition to win distinction in that 
field of athletics has caused an increase in 
the membership of most of the local row- 
ing .associations. But while towing as an 
amusement and a sport is growing 
popularity, rowing as a business is stead} ly 
being crowded out of existence. An old 
boatman’ bewailed the fact in these words: 

“When rowing was first taken up by 
sports the boys used to come down to the 


docks and get points from the river 
men. We knew how to pull beats, and 


we had to know, “working in this harbor 
with the water going all ways and boats 
coming from all directions. Of course we 
were not much on the new-fangled shell- 
boats, but the boys got points from us 
just the same, and those who learned to 
row the shells the best were the regular 
watermen. There was money in being a 
boatman in those days, but 


the busi 
has gone, and only those nmemain in it oF 
are too old to do anytning else. 


“What did we do¥ Weil, we had plenty ! 
of work between taking people to the 
snips and off them, transporting steve- 


dores and bringing messages to ship and 
land, and it wus a poor day when an in- 
dustrious man made less than $10. And 


there was fun in it at that wita lots or 
excitement and races many times each 
day. Nowadays there ts nothi ng for the 


boaiman to do exce pt to think of the good 
times that are gone, and to ‘run a line’ 
when he gets @ cnance at $3 a run. 

The old boatmen say that their business 
has been ruined by the little steam craft 
When a eghip comes to tne harbor nowa- 
days there is never a lack of boatmen to 
run a@ line or carry it to the place where 
the vessel will mdke fast, but that was 
formerly only one of the many duties of 
the industrious boatmen; now it is the 
mainstay. 

“We never quarrel as to who shall have 
the job if several bcatmen are on the 
spot,’ said the veteran, ‘‘and the man who 
is nearest the incoming ship usually gets 
it and $. Teo be on hand we go out as far 
as Robbins’ Reef leht, and tne man who 
Bets the job earns his money.”’ 

He explained that the numerous oats 
which are en from the ferry boats\Nere 
not regular boatmen’s craft. Many belong 
to lobster men and fishermen and a goodly 
number are the property of men who hunt 
arift wood and drift stuff; others are man- 
ned by men who are in the employ of the 
ferry corporations, who go to and from 
the ir work on the ferry property that way. 

“The boats don’t look very natty,” said 
the bronzed oarsman of long ago, “and 
wou'd stand a poor show in a beauty 
match, but they’re a sight more useful than 
the fancy shells that all fhe fuss is made 
about; and as to rowing—well, I’ve been at 
it, boy and man, for forty-five years, and 

I think fd stard a good show in a race 
here in the harbor wth eny one of the. 
charm -picn oarsmen. Our rcewing was use- 
ful; what's theirs good for?’
